Joined by Councilman Cal- 
loway, he asked the same ques- 
tion several times over—why 
does the state freeway design 
show a major interchange at 
Alma Street when Alma goes 
nowhere except to a dead end 
in Menlo Park? 

Black could answer only that 
studies of “traffic desires” 
showed that a great many mo- 
torists want to use Alma as an 
alternate north-south route to 
El Camino Real. 

“What about the overpass 
you planned for Ravenswood 
Avenue at Alma and the rail- 
road? Is that project dead?” 
he asked. 

“We still have hope for it,” 
Mayor Lawson said wryly. “We 
don’t give up easily.” 

(The overpass was defeated 
along with a host of other 
projects in the city-county road 
bond election this year.) 

Calloway said that if the 
freeway were built and poured 
traffic onto Alma headed into 
Menlo Park—and the Ravens- 
wood overpass was not built, 
present traffic tieups at Alma 
and Ravenswood ‘“‘would be en- 
larged.” 

And Lawson said he didn’t 
believe that the city design for 
the Alma _ undercrossing at 
Ravenswood could handle the 
kind of traffic produced by the 
division of highways express- 
way design for Alma.

haps Alma could be made a 
part of the state highway sys- 
tem—and have state funds 
made available for its improve- 
ment. Black didn’t see much 
chance of this. 

The interchange with El Ca- 
mino Real, complete with sig- 
nals and left turn lanes, was 
described by the engineer. 

Mayor Lawson said that he 
believed this interchange was 
forced upon the engineers by 
the specific route adopted by 
the state highway commission. 
“It isn’t something an engi- 
neer would design of his own 
free will,” Lawson said. 

The engineer also described 
the grade increases and de: 
creases as the route criss- 
crosses the San Francisquito 
Creek between Menlo Park and 
Palo Alto. 

Each time the roadway ap- 
proaches the creek, it must rise 
from its below-ground-level 
route, bridge the creek, and 
drop back down below ground 
level. It would do this three 
times.

Black’s answer was that the 
authority has always provided 
for such work when the need 
is apparent.

bailiwick—has no intention of 
retiring now that he nears 
completion of 35 years in fire- 
fighting.

$1,732,500 to $33,017,340. 

John Volpiano was born in 
Menlo Park in 1908, the son of 
Italian immigrants from Turing 
In 1913, the family moved to 
Woodside, where the elder Vol- 
piano went into dairy and crop

Of those early years, John 
recalls most vividly the small 
boy’s paradise of hunting and 
fishing.

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Mental Gymnastics

The tragic changes in the 
national political picture have 
the best forecasters in the na- 
tion puzzled and it will be 
months before the full impact 
reaches the people in the form 
of the ballot. 

The June primary election 
may or may not set a record 
in voting, but County Clerk 
John A. Bruning’s election- 
registration department is 
preparing for a _ probable 
new high. He predicted the 
total for San Mateo County 
would reach the 230,000 reg- 
istration figure. 

The previous high was 226,899 
for the general election in 1962 
but went down to 189,000 due 
to names being dropped for not 
voting. 

With all the new people com- 
ing into the county, Bruning 
expects the registration to 
reach 250,000 by the November 
presidential election next year. 

The entire county has been 
realigned and there are now 
629 precincts as compared to 


501 in 1962. However, only 617 
voting boards will be set up 
next year. Twelve of the total 
precincts do not have any resi- 
dents, being recently annexed 
tidelands or uninhabited moun- 
tain areas. 

The change in supervisorial 
district boundaries has added 
to the problems of the de- 
partment, election supervisor 
John Kiefer pointed out. 

In some areas there will be 
more “incumbent” central 
committee members on the 
ballot than there are offices to 
be filled, providing all file for 
re-election. 

Kiefer pointed out that there 
would be a minimum of 40 
different ballots for the pri- 
mary election. The differences 
in boundary lines of the assem- 
bly and municipal court dis- 
tricts multiply the changes in 
ballots and supervisorial dis- 
trict lines govern central com- 
mittee voting. Supervisors are 
elected county-wide so offer no 
problem. 

The fourth supervisorial 

district, William M. Werder’s 
Suucucrm county area, will 


have the most precincts next 
year with 156. 

Supervisors T. Louis Chess’ 
central’ district and Supervi- 
sors E. R. McDonald’s second 
district are tied with 128 pre- 
cincts. Then follows Supervisor 
Alvin S. Hatch’s coastside dis- 
trict (which now includes Daly 
City) with 121, and Supervisor 
James V. Fitzgerald’s first dis- 
trict with 96 precincts. 

Kiefer urges all eligible vo- 
ters to register as soon as pos- 
sible to avoid the last-minute 
rush. The thousands of people 
who come in a few days before 
the deadline force the county 
to pay out thousands of dollars 
for extra help and this can be 
avoided by early registration. 

January and February are 
“Register Now!” months. 

“Tf your affidavit of registra- 
tion was cancelled for non-vot- 
ing after the last general elec- 
tion, you have changed your 
residence or are a newcomer 
to the county, you must fill out 
a new registration affidavit,” 
Kiefer warns.‘‘ Do not put it 
off until too late. Register 
now!” 


Municipal Report: 


Incorporation in the Valley 


Now that civic leaders in 
Portola Valley have once again 
turned toward possible incor- 
poration in their efforts to pre- 
serve the rural character of 
their area, it should be in- 
structive to list basic points of 
a study completed for them in 
April of 1960.

California state government 
leaped 862 per cent from 
1946 to the current year, from 
$342 million to $3.3 billion. 
During that same period, our 
total population has increased 
only 90 per cent, from 9.4 mil- 
lion persons to almost 18 mil- 
lion. The dramatic impact of 
this enormous increase in state 
spending is not too evident in 
the per capita figures, which 
eliminate the effect of popula- 
tion growth. In 1946, per capita 
expenditures was $36.20. By 
this year, they had climbed to 
$183.13—-a 406 per cent jump. 
The Analyst cautions that 
elimination of inflationary, or 
price increase factors, cannot 
be perfect for many reasons, 


Contrast this leap with the esti- 
mated growth of personal in- 
come per capita. 

In the 18 year period since 
World War II, it has risen only 
77 per cent. Commenting on 
this steep rise, the Analyst said 
that his calculation shows in 
general that since the war, the 
Legislature has authorized new 
or expanded programs suffi- 
cient to triple the level of state 
service, even if population and 
prices had remained static. 

These hard facts, which may 
be unpleasant to many of the 
“spend and prosper’ school, 
will undonbtedly guide both 
our houses when the 1965 ses- 
sion considers proposals for 
added state service.

He said that defenders of the 
system will say, “the people 
want it.” “So much legisla- 
tion,” he countered, is carried 
on these days by executive fiat 
and by emotional bribery. 

To raise the economic level 
of the citizenry may be pos- 
sible, Brodin continued,—so 
did Hitler and Mussolini, but 
you must look at the cost, not 
alone in staggering taxes but 
in the loss of the citizens free- 
dom of choice, personal initia- 
tive and the consequent break- 
down of his sense of responsi- 
bility. 

By “playing God” the wel- 
fare state operates on the col- 
lectivist idea that the individ- 
ual has less value than society 
as a whole, Brodin said, and 
any system of government con- 
trol, be it collectivism, social- 
ism, communism, or the wel- 
fare state which deprives the 
citizen of responsibility of ac- 
tion is ‘‘anti-moral,” whatever 
lofty end is the goal. 

A warning of the loss of 
freedom was sounded by Bro- 
din. “When any government 
through the employment of the 
collectivist idea has gathered 
unto itself “the power to pun- 
ish and regulate the moral and 
physical action of businesses 
and individuals (through with- 
holding of contracts, excessive 
taxation, trade-restrictions, 
etc.) it assumes the power of 
a dictatorship fully as arbi- 
trary and insidious to the 
cause of freedom as any totali- 
tarian regime.”

Transfer of responsibility to 
the state, he claims, has left 
the citizens with a void, filled 
by nothing but demands for 
obedience. The alcoholism, 
suicides and juvenile delin- 
quency rates are among the’ 
highest in the world. 

Better than the welfare 
state, Brodin sums up, is that 
old American climate of free- 
dom, freedom to make choices; 
to grow or to suffer from them 
and so to experience the dig- 
nity of personal responsibility.

Scientist

Californians, in this respect, 
are truly lucky for they can 
grow more and better hollies 
than gardeners in any other 
part of the country. Hollies are 
grown here and in the North- 
west and shipped to markets 
in every state, including Alas- 
ka and Hawaii. 

Literally a dozen or more 
hollies are available here. They 
may range from the traditional 
English Holly to several which 
you’ve probably never seen — 
like the Golden Queen Holly, 
tor instance, which has typical 
holly leaves except that they 
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are margined with a band of 
golden yellow. 

The following are most pop- 
ular, though don’t be discour- 
aged, by any means, from try- 
ing others which you’ve never 
heard of. 

English Holly is the tradi- 
tional Christmas season holly 
with spiny green leaves and 
big, bright berry clusters. You 
see it more in Northern Cali- 
fornia than in southern coun- 
ties, but it will grow in all ar- 
eas without much trouble, as 
many a gardener has discover- 
ed. 
For Southern California gar. 
dens, the Burford or Chinese 
Hollies are probably the most 
widely planted and best known. 
Though especially adapted to 
warm areas, they also grow

My Dear Children: 


I hardly know how to compose my feel- 
ings at this time to write you. My heart is 
filled with sadness and I feel as though | 
want to sit down and weep. This is on ac- 
count of the great and, as it seems to me, 
irreparable loss we have all met with in the 
death of our beloved president. . . . Why 
should the life of the great and good man 
be taken at such a time as this after four 
years of anxiety and toil that no other man 
could endure and just as the sky begins to 
brighten at the prospect of peace one more 
drawing upon us... .
